St. Louis Feasts on 60,000 
Birds and Puts Money 
Into Circulation. 








SALES BREAK RECORD 





Fully 30 Per Cent More Gob- 
blers Disposed of Here 
Than Last Year. 





The Thanksgiving turkey did more to 
bring out the hoarded cash in St. Louis 
and the Mississippi Valley than Secre- 
tary Cortelyou with all of his interest- 
bearing certificates and bonds. The tur- 
key alone brought from the _ stocking 
banks of St. Louis more than $100,000 in 
currency, while the accessories of a 
Thanksgiving dinner brought forth as 
much more and poured it into the chan- 
nels of commerce. 

St. Louis feasted on 60,000 of these fine 
feathered birds Thursday. The three 
days prior to Thanksgiving brought into 
St. Louis 30 carloads of turkeys from 
These turkeys 
were paid for in cash by the commis- 
gion merchant, who sold them for cash 


to the retailer, who tn turn, sold them 


for cash to the consumer. 
More Sales Than in 1906. 

The average weight of the Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey was 10 pounds, though some 
of the finest gobblers weighed from 20 
to 30 pounds dressed. Fully %0 per cent 
more turkeys were sold in &t. Louis 
this year than in 1906, despite the so- 
ealled panic. Both wholesale and retail- 
ers said they did not eee tlic slightest 
indication of hard times. 

Each car load of turkeys weighed 2,- 
000 pounds, making about 600,00 pounds 
of turkeys distributed in St. Louis "he 


_ average retail price in the markets was 


16 to 18 cents. Reiatlers at Union Mar- 
ket said they never had such a big de- 
mand for turkeys, and their sales were 
at least one-third larger this year :han 
ever before. This was also true of other 
things that go into a Thanksgiving din- 
ner, such as cranberries, pota.wer, cel- 
ery, oysters, chickens and gome. 

¥. W. Brockman, a Fourth streei com- 
who handles about 
one-third of the poultry distributed in 
St. Louis, said that the turkey martet 
had been unusually active this year. 

“The last three days brought fully % 
car loads of turkeys into this market,” 
said Mr. Brockman. “They were sold 
at wholesale at from 10% to 11 cents, ui- 
dressed, and from 13 to 13 1-3 cents 
@ressed, and retailed at from 16 to 15 
eents. Out of many thousands of trans- 
actions I suppose that I handied not 
more than 50 checks. I never got sv 
much currency before at this season of 
the year. 


Late Shipments Left. 
‘Some of the late shipments were noi 


sold Wednesday. A turkey is a peculiar 
bird and even the live ones left over 
will have to be killed at once. There Is 
enough of the game spirit in the turkey 
to prevent him eating in captivity. 

In all the city institutions except one 
turkey will be on the bill of fare. The 
Workhouse prisoner is the unfortunate 
who had to feast on roast pork and 
aweet potatoes, while the “upper ten’’ 
fellows in Jail were eating on jui-y 
turkey. Turkey was served at the 
Poorhouse, Insane Asylum and Female 
Hospital. The Salvation Army served 
turkey dinners to the poor in differuont 
parts of the city. 

Special Thanksgiving services were 
held in most of the city churches. Sev- 
eral different denominations 1:14 union 
services in the larger churches. Most 
of the business houses were <losed for 
the day, and all public offices were 
closed. At noon many of the retall 
stores closed for the day.

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Decrease of Fatalities Is Due 
to Modified Rules in 
Force. 


MORE CHANGES NEAR 


Hign School Players Suffer 
Less Than a Year 
Ago. 








Statistics for the 1907 football sea- 


son, which ends today, tell of 14 deaths 


and more than a hundred players seri- 
ously injured, a marked decrease from 


the record of last year, when 18 play- 
ers were killed and 159 seriously hurt. 

The most significant feature of the 
record of casualties in this year’s 
wamesg is the decrease of accidents 
among high school players. 

College and high school games this 
year were played under the new rules, 
drawn up after the close of last sea- 
son, to satisfy the agitators for less 
dangerous football aroused by the 
startling chapter of tragedies during the 
1905 season. 

Too Risky-for Schools. 


College authorities realized that foot- 
ball as it had been played was too risky 
a game for the average immature school 
player, and the new rules were calcu- 
lated to eliminate as far as possible 
brutality and roughness, which seem- 
ingly was unavoidable under the old 
rules. 

At the same time ‘“‘debrutalized’’ foot- 
ball, as the revised rule game is popu- 
larly styled, presents a death list that 
is certain, some football judges say, to 
cause further drastic modifications of 
the rules for 1908. 

Although it is true that the 1907 list of 
deaths resulting from accidents on the 
football field includes the names of 
none of the players on leading football 
teams, the fact remains that not a sea- 
son goes by in which the best trained 
players are not badly crippled.

Residence and Store Think 
It an Earthquake. 
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Henry Kamp and his household of 10 
others thought an earthquake had come 
when they were awakened from sound 
slumber early Thursday by the wrecking 
of the front part of the two-story brick 
Luilding at 130 North Market street, 
which serves as Kamp’s grocery, saloon 
and residence. 

A “cut’’ cf seven empty box cars was 
backed out of the Wabash yards across 
North Market street against the build- 
ing, leaving the front of it looking as 
if a bomb had been exploded under it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kamp, her sister, Mrs. 
Charles Oonk, and her sister’s husband, 
and three Oonk children, the oldest 11; 
Mr. and Mrs. John Sheehan Sr., 68 and 
65 years old; Mrs. Kamp’s parents, John 
Sheehan Jr., and Michael Sheehan sleep 
above the grocery und saloon. The sa- 
loon is at the intersection of Second and 
North Market streets and the grocery 
east of it. Just above the saloon is a 
parlor, and no one was in it when the 
accident occurred. 

The tracks in the Wabash yards ter- 
minate at the pavement on the north 
side of North Market and are not 
guarded by ‘“‘bumpers.”’ At 4.30 a. m. 
the cut of cars switched off this track, 
across the pavement, over the cobble- 
stones of the. 60-foot street, up the 10- 
inch curbing on the opposite side and 
against the ‘vooden porch projecting 
across the pavement. 

The porch was reduced to kindling 
wood, the brick wall torn down, the 
front part of the bar smashed, and the 
upstairs room left open to the street 
by the falling of its front wall, as if it 
were a stage setting open to the public. 

The sleeping occupants of the house 
rushed in terror to the street, clad only 
in their night clothes, snatching up what 
articles they could as they ran. 

All Ran Into Street, 

“TI thought when I first woke up that 
the end of the world had come,”’ Kamp 
. id. “Then, when I heard the timbers 
cracking and the bricks falling, I 
thought there was an earthquake and 
that the house was going to pieces. I 
woke the others and we ran pell-mell 
into the street. 

“Some of us grabbed up whatcver 
came handy. When we saw that the 
engine was pulling the cars back onto 
ihe track we knew the danger was 
past and went back into the house. 

The dainage to the building is about 
$2000 and to its contents $2000. The build- 
ing is owned by Henry Shombery of 
3023 Balley avenue. 

The cut of cars did not stop until it 
jammed the house. This left two cars 
ir. the street, their total length being 
100 feet. The north trucks of the inner 
car still rested on the tracks.

Thirty-four hundred city employes, 
who heretofore have been paid in cash, 
will this month receive their salaries in 
checks, aggregating $230.000. 

Eftorts made ‘by Treasurer Franciscus 
to obtain from the banks enough coin 
and currency to meet the monthly pay- 
roll have been fruitless, although a hard 
fight in the interest of the empicyes was 
made for several days. The bankers 
have held that compliance with the 
city's needs would heavily drain their 
resources of ready cash. 

The city nas in its 10 depositories about 
$4,000,000 of current deposits, the greater 
part of which was in coin and currency. 
Despite that fact, however, the city will 
to accept checks. 


5000 on City Payroll. 

There are 5000 persons on the city pay- 
rolls. Eight hundred of these are in the 
fire department and 1800 in the police 
department. The police and firemen al- 
wavs have been paid in checks. Salar- 
ies paid to members of the Fire Depart- 
ment total $69,000. The monthly payroll 
of the Police Department is $150,000. 
The remaining 3400 employes are those 
of the various departments, from the 
‘‘whitwings’’ to the Mayor. 

It is feared that in order to obtain 
cash for their requiremerts employes of 
the City Hall will have to discount their 
checks. .That method, it is understood, 
already practiced in the Police De- 
partment.

TAFT, RUSHING TO SEE 
CZAR, CUTS SCHEDULE 
TO MAKE QUICKER TRIP 


Orders From Washington to Re- 
turn at Once Induce Secretary 
to Hasten Arrangements. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 28.—As a 
result of the fact that Washington has 
cabled Secretary Taft requesting him 
to hasten his return to the United 
States, the Secretary, who is coming 
across the Transsiberian Railroad, and 
is due at Moscow next Saturday, has 
sent a telegram to Montgomery Schuy- 
ler Jr., the American Charge d’' Affaires, 
asking him, if possible, to arrange the 
audience with Emperor Nicholas so as 
to enable Mr. Taft to leave St. Peters- 
burg the afternoon of Dec. 4 instead 
of the night of Dec. 5, as provided in 
the original schedule. 

Mr. Taft says that he must catch the 
steamer President Grant, which will 
sail from Hamburg Dec. 7, and that if 
he leaves St. Petersburg on the 6th, 
even the closest connections will make 
it hardly possible to get to Hamburg 
in time. 

The visit of Secretary Taft has given 
an impetus to the stream of Russians 
who come to the American Embassy to 
volunteer their services for the sup- 
posedly impending Japanese-American 
war. This idea has gotten such a hold 
on the people that some officers have 
even taken steps to organize companies.

Two burglars, working at midnight in 
Hartnegel's drug store, East St. Louis, 
were captured by Detective Michael 
Dumphy, unaided. Dumphy held one 
robber as a shield while he captured the 
other, after shooting at him. 

The men arrested gave their names as 
Walter Taylor and James Granger. Tay- 
ior formerly was a bartender and lives 
at 458 Collinsville avenue. Granger told 
the police that his home is in Granite 
City. 

An hour after Granger and Taylor 
were taken to the police station Tay- 
lor’s room was searched and a quan- 
tity of burglan's tools was discovered. 
His wife, Mrs. Lucille Taylor, is held by 
the police pending further investigation. 
Frank Coakley, who appeared to make 
inquiries about the two burglars, also 
was held. 

Saw Men Lurking in Shadow. 

Detectives Dumphy and Yowell were 
assigned Wednesday night to patrol the 
commercial center of East St. Louis in 
quest of burglars who have been using 
skeleton keys in entering and robbing 
saloons, groceries and other establish- 
ments. As they approached Hartna- 
gel's pharmacy at Collinsville and Penn- 
sylvania avenues, they saw two men 
lurking in the shadows. 

Detective Yowell had been relieved to 
go home, as his wife was sick. He left 
Dumphy to watch the men. 

Dumphy made a detour, returning in 
a few minutes. He saw one of the 
men standing near the front door of 
the pharmacy. The door itself was 
Slightly ajar. Stealthily creeping around 
the block, Dumphy returned to the drug 
store from another direction. With a 
‘bound he caught Granger, the man on 
guard. With a threat to kill Granger 
if he yelled, Dumphy shoved his pris- 
oner through the door. Taylor was at 
the cash register. 

“Throw up your hands or I'!! shoot,”’ 
called Dumphy. 

Fired at Fleeing Burglar. 

Taylor attempted to run and Dumphy 
fired at him. Taylor quickly raised his 
hands and tamely subrhitted to arrest. 

Holding the men’s sleeves in one hand 
Dumphy kept them covered by his re- 
volver wnile he marched them across 
the street to Engine House No. 2. A 
fireman was sent for a patrol wagon. 

When Taylor was searched at the 
police station, $4.75, the amount 
which Hartnagel said was taken from 
his store, was found in Taylor's pock- 
et. He also had a bunch of skeleton 
keys, a flashlight, a jimmy, a file, a 
glass cutter and aie screwdriver. 
Granger had a skeleton key and a 
knife, The giass in the door of Hart- 
nagel’s store had been cut s80 that 
the bolt could be thrown. 

At Taylor’s house, besides the keys 
and a small vice, four quarts of 
whisky and a lot of cigars and to- 
bacco were found. 

Taylor attempted suicide on Nov. 1 
by swallowing carbolic acid. He was 
in St. Mary's Hospital for a week. 
During that time, the police say, there 
was a cessation of the burglaries 
which had kept them guessing for a 
month or longer. 

In Hartnagel’s cash register there 
were $25 all told, but Taylor had no 
time to get all the money before he 
Was captured.

Plea of Heirs That He Was of Un- 
.sound Mind When He Left $100,-

A decision in the Superme Court of

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 23.—The re- 
cent assertion and immediate denial that 
the Jefferson Davis collection of papers 


contained letters from Gens. Grant and 
Thomas, and Admiral Farragut offering 
to take service in the army of the South, 
has created more interest in these pa- 
pers than has been shown since they 
were placed in the museum. 

There is an air of mystery about these 
papers, as they are viewed from the out- 
side of the securely locked cases. They 
are not accesible to history students, 
and even Col. Chalaron, the custodian, 
will not read them. Col. Chalaron says 
he does not know whether the Grant, 
Thomas and Farragut letters cxist or 
not. He thinks not, but he fs not going 
to look through the papers to find out 
unless consent is given for their exam- 
ination by Mrs. Hayes, daughter of Mrs. 
Winnie Davis, widow of ehe Confederate 
President. who placed them there. 


Sorted by Mrs. Davis. 

Mrs. Davis placed the papers in the 
museum under a pledge that they would 
remain unopened. They were sent in 
boxes from Beauvoir by Mrs. Davis. In

It is presumable that Mr. Davis, in 
writing his memoirs, referred to all 
these letters and papers, and that if 
anything so interesting as the offers of 
Grant and Thomas and Farragut had 
been contained in them he would have 
written something about it. 

Besides the letterr, there are several 
books in which are written with pen 
and ink details of the Government busi- 
ness, and there are hundreds of tele- 
grams bearing on the progress and de- 
tails of the war, the appointment and 
promotion of officers and orders and

.be handled only through her friend, Col. 


William Preston Johnston, then presi- 
dent of Tulane University. An import- 
ant army offieer was sent there and 
spent more than a year ‘getting the 
copies under Col. Johnston’s supervi- 
sion. These records nave been pub- 
lished. In the letters and telegrams re- 
maining there is no doubt a great deal 
of important history, which will be pub- 
lsihed some time. 

Among the letters are many of the 
personal correspondence of Mr. Davis, 
which would not be of public import, 
but might have a great deal of inter- 
est as showing the life and character 
of the man. There are many pictures 
in the collection and numerous news- 
papers and clippings referring to bat- 
tles and campaigns and the business of 
the Confederate Government and the 
stirring events of the Confederate 
period.

observations on the ballot tor women, 
Mrs. Cobden Sanderson, for the first 
time, told today why it was that she has 
just arrived in New York, although she 
has been in this country for several 
weeks 
“TIT am an ex-convict,. you see,’’ said 
Mrs. Cobden Sanderson. ‘‘Yes, I ar just 
that. It is just a year since I was cr- 
rested with other suffragettes and put 
into prison. What is it that your laws 
say conoerning the landing of those who 
have been in prison? I do not know 
just what it is, but there are restric- 
tions, I know, and it was feared T might 
| have trouble in landing at the port of 
New York. 
“T consulted several authorities, amcng 
them the American Consul In London, 
and while they were not sure that I 
would have treuble, neither were they 
sure that I would not. Therefore I 
avoided trouble by sailing to Montreal 
and going from there to Chicago. 


Care Little for Politics Here. 


“What do I think of the _ suffrage 
movement in this country? I think 
your women do not care enough about 
it. In fact, it seems to me they do not 
care for much beyond themselves. I am 
speaking ith general terms, -of course. 
There are many earnest Women in 
America, but as a whole the women do 
not know or care anything about poll- 
tics. In this country, the women run to 
ctubs. They don’t do that in England. 
“You see in tingland, the women are 
linterested in politics and they under- 
stand it. Here the women do not care. 
But for that matter, no one seems to 
care very much. I have been in the 
country several weeks and I have met 
prominent people, and none of them 
talked politics or seemed to care about 
‘t—neither the men nor the women. 

“T think one great reason why the 
American suffragettes have failed is be- 
cause they haven’t interested working 
women. In England we have the wom- 
an who works with us. You will have to 
have her here before you haveany suc- 
gess. The woman of wealth and po- 
sition does not .care ‘enough, but the 
women who has to make her living and 
perhaps her family’s will care. 


Spent a Month in Prison. 


“‘So *much interest has been taken in 
the accounts of the so-called suffragette | 
riots that I wish to say that we women 
aid not fight or scratch or tear anyone’s 
hair. We were within our prerogatives. 
Despite that we were arrested. I was 
in prison just one month—from Oct. 23 
to Nov. 23, 1906. 

“We were not treated as _ political 
prisoners even, but were made to wear 
prison garb, eat the coarsest food and 
have poor cells. Later I was offered bet- 
ter surroundings, but I refused them. 
I did not go to prison to be comfortable 
and I would accept no amelioration. 
‘This trip to America, which is my 
first, is made chiefly on account of the 
lectures which my husband gives con- 
cerning his artistic work. I am making 
only a few speeches.”’ 

Mrs. Cobden Sanderson is the daugh- 
ter of Richard Cobden, who, years ago, 
was leader In the free trade fight. She 
is a Socialist in politics.

Federal Court Grants Temporary 
- Restraining Order Against Offi- 
cials in Alabama. 








MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 2.— 


Scores of deputy marshals are today 
serving temporary restraining orders 
against the State and County officials 
forbidding them from attempting to eén- 
force the railroad legislation passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. The 
restraining order app'ies only to the 
Louisville & Nashville, the South & 
North Alabama, the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis and the Central 
of Georgia railroads. , 

The restraining order was issued late 
yesterday by Judge Thomas G. Jones 
of the United States District Court. 
All of the bills filed by the railroads at- 
tack the classification acts of the spe- 
cial session as being ‘“‘manifestly unfair 
and unjust.”” Railroads which entered 
into agreement with Governor Comer, it 
fe alleged, were given unjust and il- 
legal preference over the railroads 
which failed cr refused to enter into the 
agreement, and are permitted to charge 
rates. 

The order of the court leaves the new 
laws in exactly the same shape as the 
old laws, which were replaced by the 
special session of the Legislature. The 
Loulsville & Nashville filed a supple- 
mental bill praying that the litigation 
on the docket of the court in respect to 
the old laws shall not. be dismissed.

Perkins and O’Reilly Will Choose 
Between Viaduct and Subway 
Before Tuesday. 








Choose between a plan to elevate and 
a scheme to depress Compton avenue 
.rom Manchester avenue to Chouteau 
avenue, thus avoiding grade crossings Ol 
ihe Wabash, Missouri Pacific and Friscu 
railroads, will be made by Albert ®% 
Perkins, advisory engineer of the Mu- 
nicipal Terminal Commission, and Presi- 
dent A. J. O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements before next Tues- 
day. 

Plans covering the methods and cost 
of a viaduct and a subway were submit- 
ted to the Terminal Commission by the 
executive board of the Terminal Ralil- 
road Association at the joint meeting 
in the Mayor’s office Wednesday after- 
noon. The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion pledges itself to bear all expense 
of either. plan. The cost of the viaduct 
would be approximately $200,000, while 
the subway, it estimated, would re- 
quire a heavier outlay. Original esti- 
mates put the expenditures, which= the 
Terminal Association will bear in en- 
‘arging its yards on the Ranken prop 
erty, at between $2.000,000 and $3.000,000. 

Drafts of Ordinances Ready. 

Legislation to authorize the Terminal 
Association to riake the improvements 
contemplated in the plans under consid- 
eration will be introduced in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly within the next two 
weeks. Drafts of necessary ordinances 
are now ready, but will be subjected to 
whatever changes are necessitated by 
the adoption of either a subway or a 
viaduct over Compton avenue. Mr. Per- 
kins told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he will be ready to report to the Ternil- 
nal’s Executive Committee next week as 
to which plan should be approved. 

The following members of the Termi- 
nal’s Executive Board attended the 
meeting Wednesday: W. S. McChesney, 
chairman; Henry Miller, vice-president 
of the Wabash; T. J. Powell, vice-presi-

Colnon, A. L. Shap- 
1eigh, J. D. Bascom, Hugh McKittrick 
and R. M. Whitelaw constituting the 
Terminal Commission, represented the 
city. 


PLANS HIGH PRESSURE SYSTEM 


Water Department Suggests Dis- 


placement of 18 Fire Engines. 


The installment of a _ high-pressure 
fire fighting system in the business sec- 
tion of the citv, by which 18 fire en- 
gines now stationed in that part of 
town will be displaced, is to be under- 
taken by the Water Department witnin 
a short time. The plan will entail the 
expenditure of between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000 and includes the purchase from 
the Police Department of the site of 
the Chestnut Street Station to be used 
as a pumping station. 

rhe district in which the high pressure 
service will be placed will extend from 
Franklin avenue to Poplar street and 
from the river to Fourteenth street. 
Electric hose wagons will replace those 
row in use and the new pipe system 
will obviate the necessity for carrying 
a large amount of hose for use in the 
business district, the arrangement of 30 
hydrants in each block making it pos- 
sible to play 120 streams of water on 
one square at any time.

Young Men Who Come Here as 
Students Said to Remain as 
Laborers. 





TOKIO, Nov. 28.—It is understood that 
American Ambassador Thomas § J. 
O’Brien has offic'ally called the atten- 
tion of the Japanese Government to the 
great increase in the numbers of Jap- 
anese arriving on the Pacific Coast. He 
presented the view of the State Depart- 
ment that this cannot be considered in 
accordance with prumises of the Japan- 
ese Government and therefore requested 
a rigid investigation and prompt meas- 
ures to prevent the immigration into 
America of any person who, entering 
as a student, might afterwards become a 


laborer. 

At the Foreign Office it was stated to 
a correspondent of the Associated Press: 

“We are now considering the best 
method of controlling and further lim- 
iting emigration and correcting arv niis- 
takes which may have occurred recent- 
ly. Japanese students who have reached 
a certain grade in the Japanese schools 
desiring to visit America register as stu- 
dents in good faith. But, reaching 
America, they go to work to enable 
them to prosecute their studies. It is 
quite probable that frauds’ have been 
committed, but without the cognizance 
of the Government. We are now us'ng 
every precaution to prevent a recurrence 
of such frauds.’’
